The debate was over the ques- 
tion of how many deputies are 
needed to form a parliamentary 
group. The Socialists, seconded by 
the Suarez coalition. proposed 15. 
The Communists. supported by 
nenriy all other small groups. said 
five should be enough. 

The joint Socialist-Centriet pre- 
posal was passed by a vote of 
253-61 with 10 abstentions, 


3-Hour Debate 


The three-hour debate was the 
fits; in the new Cortes. which 
went into a preliminary session 
Yesterday to prepare for its for- 
mal opening on July 22. 

On its first day, the two cham- 
bers of the Cortes elected their 
presidents and other officials. 
Today was set aside to create the 
procedural framework within 
which parliamentary groups can 
be formed, 

The Socialist-Centrist proposal 
sp rked protest from smaller 
groups such as the Basque and 
Catalonian minority parties. The 
Communists, who have 20 dep- 
uties in the 350-seat lower cham- 
ber. came to their aid by propos- 
ing to cut the figure to five.

5 Held in Attempt to Swindle 
French Bank of $375 Million 


TOULOUSE, France, July 14 
(UPT).—Five persons have been 
arrested on charges of attempting 
to swindle $375 million out of the 
Soclété Générale bank by claim- 
ing to represent Arab oi) sheikhs 
with petrodollars to invest, a bank 
Spokesman said today. 

‘The suspected mastermind of 
the operation, identified as Albert 
Messaca, 44, whom police believe 
to be of French nationality, was 
arrested yesterday in London 
after attempting to cash a prom- 
issory note issued by a Société 
Générale branch in Toulouse for 
$25 million, 

The teller became suspicious 
when he saw the value of the 
promissory note — theoretically 
payable on demand in any bank 
in the world—which would be 
virtually impossible for any bank 
to cash without advance notice.

A bank spokesman said this 
arrest led to that of four other 
men in Toulouse, including André 
Pleuchot, an assistant regional 
director of the bank, and Michel 
Ruffin, an officia) of the Tou- 
louse branch.

Nazis Can March 
Without Emblem 


CHICAGO, July 14 (AP).— 
Nazis may march in suburban 
Skokie if they leave behind the 
swastikas, “a personal affront to 
every member of the Jewish 
faith,” the Tlinois Appellate 
Court has ruled. 

Ruling on a temporary order 
issued by a lower court, the three- 
judge panel said Tuesday that 
“the swastika is a personal 
affront to every member of the 
Jewish faith, m remembering 
the nearly consummated genocide 
of their people committed within 
memory by those who used the 
swastika as their symbol.”

AWACS has had an odd history on its 
way to the Shah's stable of costly hardware.

Then the Nixon 
administration decided that expensive air 
defense was not worth buying: SALT-1 had 
banned anti-ballistic missiles and thus made 
both the United States and the Soviet Union 
wulnerable to each other's missiles. So the 
Alr Force changed AWACS’ mission to one 
of controfiing tactical air batties, Some mili- 
tary analysts doubt that AWACS is worth 
the cost anid angue that most of its missions 
could be adequately performed by the smaller 
Grumman FE-2-C, which costs only $30 
million. 

As is so often the case, however, the Air 
Force wants the finest and in the Shah

Finally, the senators 
fear that the Iranians would not be able’ 
to operate AWACS without very substantial 
help from U.S. military personnel. some of 
whom would likely be needed even to man 
equipment aboard the aircraft. A Senate 
report warned last year that by 1980 perhaps 
50.000 Americans, including dependents, 
might be resident in Iran to supply trained 
manpower for the sophisticated weapons the 
Shah has been buying. In the case of 
AWACS, Americans might actually find 
themselves in combat operations, raising 
even further the risk of U.S. involvement 
in an Iranian war.

These arguments amount to & strong case.

Brookings Study Criticizes Carter’s Budget

WASHINGTON, July 14 (WP). 
—The Brookings institution yes- 
terday déhvered a wide-ranging 
critique of President Carter's 
economic program and of some 
of his pet theories, including 
“gero-base budgeting.” 


Brookings is a private research 
organization jocated in Washing- 
ton.
